Excellence and high expectations remain a tradition at Wren Middle School, as we
engage in a continuous program of self-improvement. Our five year SACS study was
successfully completed, and we continue to maintain our accreditation without any
deficiencies. Our students continue to perform well academically and artistically.
Standards-based instruction is the focal point of our academic program. Teachers and
administrators work together to align the curriculum and the instructional program to the
South Carolina Achievement Standards. Skills are integrated across the curriculum as
strategies are developed that encompass data from PACT scores, benchmark
assessments, and curriculum mapping. We continue to seek new instructional strategies
that will enable us to move all students to their greatest academic potential. Service
learning is a vital and integral part of our curriculum. Our service learning program
provides opportunities for parent and community involvement as well as a way for our
students to apply classroom knowledge to real world situations.
